Salem's councilmen didn’t take up the city water supply problem ex­ 
tensively in official session Tuesday, but in a later informal, unplanned 
discussion talked at length with a man who may be a vital factor in the 
determination of the future water supply program for the city. 
James W. Cummins, geologist for the Ohio Water Resources board, 
S S ^ e h S S S d * ^ S ttid tS r to Uaten 111 °n Salem’s problemICo™dl S ^ Y Committee 
He culled little from the actual council meeting, but following the 
regular session he talked with councilmen and Service Director Prank 
K. Wilson about the shortage problem and agreed to make a thorough study 
and file a report with council.

Cummins, who displayed extreme 
interest in Salem’s problem and 
also a thorough knowledge of the 
water situation throughout 
this 
area, plans to go over the various 
possible well fields, possible new 
surface supplies and compile facts 
for a complete report. 
He emphasized, in talking with 
councilmen last night, 
that 
his 
board, a state-financed bureau, is 
not concerned with engineering as­ 
pects of a project, but merely at­ 
tempts to establish for communities 
“the best possible source of water 
in an area.” 
He explained that engineering as­ 
pects must be taken into consider­ 
ation after the sources are estab­ 
lished. which may in many cases 
render good sources impractical. 
Fa miliar With Arc* 
He told council that his bureau 
has made extensive studies and rec­ 
ords on well fields and stream sup­ 
plies throughout Columbiana and 
Mahoning counties, and. as a result, 
can comparatively easily establish 
which sources are the best, most 
productive and permanent. 
Cummins was to go over the Sa­ 
lem area and its potentials today 
with Wilson and City Engineer P. 
S. Barckhoif He said he would make 
up maps and a written report on 
his findings early next week from 
Columbus.

Following the discussion with 
Cummins last 
night councilmen 
were DarHcularty encouraged. For 
some time they had sought a survey 
by the Ohio Water Resource board, 
but had been unable to get immedi­ 
ate action from the board. Both 
Wilson and Barckhoif had written 
the board aiai 
received 
replies 
stating the willingness of the board 
ot cooperate at a later date. 
Cummins, according to his discus­ 
sion last night, wiU be able to sup­ 
ply council with Just the informa­ 
tion they have been seeking in a 
definite, written report. 
From this outline erf the best 
sources available, council and Wil­ 
ton, who must employ the engi­ 
neering and construction firms to 
be involved, can go forward with 
a definite comparison of costs of the 
suggested sources.

The new contract will in­ 
crease expenditures for city light 
and power about $6,126.06 a year 
based on 1948 usage.

Basic rates are the same but ad­ 
ditional city needs are being added 
this year at a flat rate, he ex­ 
plained.

City Fund 
Mea sure Is 
Up $8 8 ,528 


City council passed its 1949 ap­ 
propriation ordinance Tuesday night 
showing an increase in funds 
of 
$88,528.45 over the 1948 legislation. 
.The total appropriation this year 
Is $438.393.58 as compared to '$349,- 
865.13 in 1948. 
Council adopted a new system of 
appiopriating, cutting down on the 
actual totals in many funds and in­ 
itiating a ’contingency 
fund’ of 
#50,€ 00 which will be used to make 
up deficits in the various funds at 
the end of the year. 
Last December council discovered 
that some funds had exceeded the 
appropriations and as a insult was 
forced td re-shuffle funds amount­ 
ing to approximately 
$33,000 to 
meet operational expenses. 
This year, by cutting some origi­ 
nal allotments and 
holding 
the 
$50,000 in reserve, the solons figure 
re-adjustments can be made more 
easily and more accurately. 
Salaries Up Expenses 
Actually, most of the increases in 
the various funds this year are 
traceable to 
increased personnel 
costs. Council recently approved a 
wage and salary increase, amount­ 
ing to about seven per cent, for 
all non-elective employes, thus ac­ 
counting for considerable rise in 
costs. 
The comparison of the funds this 
year with last show the general 
fund up $57.050.60. due largely to 
the addition of the 
contingency 
fund to that bracket. 
The safety department appropri­ 
ation is up $2,304.20. the service de­ 
partment up $98,539.75 and the 
health department increased $765.65 
over last year. 
The water department, however, 
has been cut $11,186.78 and the gas­ 
oline tax repair fund is sheared by 
$9,200.

WASHINGTON. April 8 -<AP> — 
Republican Floor Leader Wherry of 
Nebraska picked today for senate 
passage of the $5,58 0,000,000 Euro­ 
pean recovery program.

Wherry said, he saw no reason 
why a final vote can’t be reached 
by nightfall. 
And Senator Connally (D-Tex), 
chairman of the foreign relations 
committee and floor manager for 
the EC A bill, agreed with Wherry, 
“I think we’ll finally make It.” 
Connally said after an 11-hour ses­ 
sion yesterday failed again to bring 
this. "There is only one real issue 
remaining and that should be com­ 
promised.” 
Proteste Comprised 
Connally was referring to protests 
by both Democratic and Republi­ 
can senators against Dutch activi­ 
ties in Indonesia despite United Na­ 
tions attempts to adjust difficulties 
there.

These men are not primarily unionists at all. They 
are the amb itious leaders of a radical movement in 
polities. And insofar as many of them never have 
b een known to deviate b y so much as one inch from 
the Communist party line, they can b e ex pected to do 
everything in their power to jam and wreck production 
in the United States as this country prepares to ac­ 
cept its commitments under the North Atlantic pact.

The eye is such a valuab le and 
delicate part of the b ody that 
it 
should never b e neglected. 
There is a troub lesome form of 
inflammation of tfce lining mem­ 
b rane of the eye known as pink 
tye, which is a contagious conjunc­ 
tivitis. 
The affected eye appears slightly 
red. and a small amount of dis- 
charge is found on the lid margins 
when awakening. These symptoms 
may b ecome worse, with much more 
inflammation and a thicker dis­ 
charge. Then the evelashes may 
b ecome matted together. There is 
some pain 
and discomfort and, 
srm Himes, some itching. 
P'nk eye mav b ? b rought ab out 
b y infection with a germ known as 
Koch-Weeks b acteria. However, the 
inflammation may b e due to the 
Staphylococcus or to the pneumo- 
' cccus germ. In these cases, the 
symptoms are much worse. 
Silver Preparations 
In treating these disorders, doc­ 
tors have found It Is important 
never to b andage the eye when it is 
discharging. 
Silver preparations, 
such as silver nitrate, also, should 
cot b e employed, nor should yellow j 
ox ide of mercury b e used, according 
to many eye specialists. 
The eye should b e kervt washed 
out Mild solutions of sliver prep­ 
arations followed b y washing with f 
a lukewarm b oric acid 
solution! 
seem helpful in most cases. It may t 
b e necessary to put a local anaes- j 
thetlc Into the eye prior to treat­ 
ment in order to ward off pain 
Penicillin drops have b een used 
in some case* and the b enefits may 


be remarkable, b ut this dors not 
happen in all cases. Some pAtients 
shew a 
reaction to the penicillin 
end cnnnct tolerate it. 
Sulfonamide preparations 
also 
have b een employed in certain types 
of conjunctivitis or inflammation of 
the lining of the eyeb all. 
Discharge cf Eye* 
When all of the discharge from 
the eyes has stopped, it might b e 
a good practice to b athe the eyes 
b oth night and morning with a so­ 
lution containing b oth b oric acid 
and sine sulphate. 
When the eye b ecomes inflamed, 
immediate ex amination b y an eye 
specialist is advisab le to determine 
the cause. In most cases, the dis­ 
order may b e a mild one which can 


On the other hand, It mav b e a se­ 
vere form of conjunctivitis which 
often requires that the patient b e 
put in the hospital. 
Of course, in all cases, the dis­ 
order should b e treated b y a phy­ 
sician. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
N.C.:-How can freckles b e re­ 
moved from my legs? 
Answer: Freckles are due to ex ­ 
cessive pigmentation of spots in the 
skin. 
There is not much that can b e 
lone to get rid of freckles. Various 
b leaches have b een used, b ut the 
pain and irritation that they cause 
ire far more troub lesome than the 
freck’es themselves. 
I suggest that you forget ab out 
this matter.

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OHIO BUDGET 
FOREMOST OF 
LEGISLATION 


Takes No. 1 Spot After 
Lau sche's Presentation 
To Assembly 


BY REED SMITH 
COLUMBUS, 
April 
6—<AP>— 
Ohio’s record bu dget of nearly $ 650,- 
000,000 which has been awaited for 
weeks, took a seat at the head of the 
legislative table today. 
A bigger slice of the appropria­ 
tions pie was offered schools, old age 
pensioners and welfare services in 
the two years starting next Ju ly 1, 
Bu t local governments and pu blic 
employes faced the same fare as in 
the last half of 1948 to keep new or 
increased taxes off the menu . 
Gov. Prank J. Lau sche personally 
asked a joint senate-hou se session 
Tu esday for $ 522,245,546 from gen­ 
eral fu nds for the bienniu m and 
$ 127,215,899 from earmarked money 
for highway, liqu or department and 
conservation activities. The total of 
$ 648,461,445 is only $ 177,287 u nder 
anticipated revenu es. 
Recommended increases approxi­ 
mated $ 79,500,000. They inclu ded 


$ 21,000,000 for schools to cover in­ 
creased enrollments; $ 19,500,000 for 
aged pensions to meet Increases 
granted last year; $ 9,900,000 for ex­ 
panded welfare services; $ 22,000,000 
for higher maintenance and wages; 
$ 4,000,000 for poor relief; $ 1,600,000 
for state u niversities and $ 1,500,000 
for employes retirement fu nds. 
Ex plains Lack of Increases 
The governor had this to say 
abou t lack of other requ ested in­ 
creases: 
. 
“I regret that becau se of the lim­ 
ited fu nds many of the requ ests 
that have been made for increased 
appropriations, nlw grants, the as­ 
su mption of new obligations by the 
state can not be honored withou t 
the imposition of new taxes. 
“It is my sincere hope that those 
who sponsored these new requ ests 
will bear with me in the ju dgment 
which I have reached that the state 
government in the ensu ing fiscal 
bienniu m will have to be operated 
on su bstantially the same level of 
expenditu res as it was in the last 
half of 1948.“ 
Lau sche estimated 
Ohio wou ld 
have nearly $ 56,000,000 less money 
for operating expenses than in 1947- 
48. That’s becau se of $ 24,000,000 ear­ 
marked to retire veterans bonu s 
bonds; $ 12,000,000 lost in removing 
the tax from sales u nder 41 cents, 
and $ 19,725,784 from the one-cent 
liqu id fu el tax requ ired by last year’s 
referendu m to go for highway works, 
“Excepting the estimate of the 
sales taxes which we have redu ced,” 
Lau sche said, “the bu dget antici­ 
pates revenu es within the fiscal 
biennihm in an amou nt equ al to 
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twice the amou nt collected In 1948.’’ 
He termed that, “the highest collec­ 
tion in the history of ou r state.” 
Shou ld revenu es exceed estimates, 
he recommended this division of the 
excess: 30 percent to local govern-! 
ments, 30 percent to schools, and 
; the rest to the state for its employes, 
aged, dependent children, blind and 
others. 
Provision for “the possible occu r- 
! rence of an emergency” resu lting 
: from any sharp decline also was 
! u rged. The governor asked legisla­ 
to rs to set aside $ 10,000,000 from 
the state's $ 70,000,000 su rplu s “to 
j be held in reserve to meet any fu ­ 
tu re contingency.” 
The bu dget carried no appropria­ 
tions 
for 
capital 
improvements. 
Lau sche said a su pplemental bu dget 
will be su bmitted later for additions 
and betterments to be financed ou t 
of the remaining su rplu s. Finance 
Director H. D. Defenbacher said 
requ ests for capital ou tlays totalled 
$ 150,000,000. 
Legislative leaders said concu r­ 
rent senate and hou se finance com­ 
mittee hearings probably 
will 
be 
held on the spending program to 
save time. Formerly the senate has 
waited u ntil the hou se passed the 
bu dget 
bills 
before 
considering 
them. The new plan may cu t several 
weeks off the cu rrent session, lead­ 
ers predicted. 
The bu dget contains no fu rther 
pay raises for state employes who 
have asked $ 5,000,000 in increases. 
Local governments wou ld continu e 
to get the $ 12,000,000 yearly from 
sales taxes and $ 15,000,000 annu ally 
in intangibles levies retu rned to the 
sou rces of collection. 
The school allocation is $ 21,000,- 
000 more than 
for 
1947-48 
bu t 
only $ 7,175,000 higher than the 1948 
allotment basis. The 
additional 
money covers only increased 
en­ 
rollments on the present distribu ­ 
tion formu la.

fort. His creation utilizes more In­ 
tricate use of highly-absorbent ma­ 
terial than the average diaper now 
on the market. 
Rand said the diaper prevents In­

Inland Steel’s price markdowns 
followed a series of "fringe" cuts by 
competitors. 
Galvanized products 
generally dropped after a $ 30 a ton 
break In the zinc market. 
The so-called “ high cost'* mills 
have been forced to drop "prem­ 
ium” prices which came with the 
short market following the war. 
The Magazine Steel, an industry 
trade Journal, reported that the 
overall cost of steel dropped al­ 
most a dollar a ton last week. And 
the magazine stated 
that scrap 
prices were the lowest in two years. 
Prices for sheet steel—the kind 
that goes Into automobiles, re­ 
frigerators, stoves and other con­ 
sumer products — have remained 
firm.

Tommy J oe was born while Kilbane 
was an Ohio State senator, and the 
upper house of Ohio’s legislature, 
evincing great Interest In the new 
Irish addition, named the y oung­ 
ster. 
Gut Rocky River way Kilbane is 
teaching his grandchildren and the 
« » her neighborhood kids the fun­ 
damentals of box ing—not because 
he’s seeking a new champion, but 
because he believes boxing Is one of 
the best way s to develop a keen 
mind and a healthy body . 
The former king of the feather­ 
weights never smokes.
